W hen his left hand w as caught 
in 
an electrically driven m eat grinder at 
his fath er's butcher shop 
on 
Cham­ 
bersb urg street, 
H erm an 
Kane 
had 
three fingers severed near the palm of 
the hand. Only the prom pt action 
of 
Russell Frazier, another 
employe at 
the place, saved the young man from 
losing the entire hand 
and 
p art 
of 
the arm . 
The injured man was given prelim­ 
inary treatm ent here 
by Dr. II. 
M. 
H artm an and then taken to the Cham­ 
bersb urg hospital to have the remain­ 
ing part: of the 
fingers 
amputated. 
Ile w as taken in the automobile of C. 
B. Ila rtm an and was accompanied by 
his father, John Kane, 
and 
by 
Dr. 
H artm an. 
The accident occurred 
during 
the 
early morning. 
H erm an 
Kane 
was 
feeding meat into the rapidly moving 
g rin der with its sharp knives, placing 
the meat in the receptacle 
with 
his 
left hand arui picking up other pieces 
out of a ran nearby with his right. To 
stuff the meat into 
the 
grinder 
he 
used his first three 
fingers, 
holding 
his thum b and 
little 
finger on 
the 
outside. As he reached with his right 
hand for another slice, he pushed too 
fa r into the grinder with 
his 
other 
hand and the knives caught it, drawl­ 
ing it in. 
“ Shut off the 
motor, 
quick”, 
he 
called and Mr. Frazier who was only 
a few feet away turned 
to 
see 
the 
mark’s hand being rapidly drawn into 
the Grinder He m apped off the pow*- 
. er and helped to get odt the 
mangled 
hand. The three fingers w ere drawn in 
alm o st their entire length and ground 
to a pulp. 
Physicians were summoned at once 
and the trip 
to C ham bersburg 
com 
m enred shortly afterw ard.

Shipping Adams Coumy Animals to 


be Used in French Cavalry and 


Artillery Commands Must be Per­ 


fect in Every Way. 


A num ber of fin* 
Adams 
County 
horses were shipped from G ettysburg 
and nearby points during the past few 
d.u; s, later to be transported 
across 
the Arian* ie for use in the F u r , {van 
A'ar zone. 
The purchases 
were 
mad'1 
either 
directly by FJIi Kindle, a well 
known 
1 hiladclphia horse dealer, or by 
one 
of his ag en ts here. Mr Kl .dig recent­ 
ly visited several of the county towns 
in order to make 
arrange th ut ; 
for 
c a rry in g on the work 
here. 
Adams. 
York, and ILancaster counties are all 
j .-drioping horses for war use. They aie 
concentrated at Philadelphia, sent 
to 
P ortsm outh, Virginia, by 
hoi* 
and 
from th ere across the ocean t i Fiance, 
w here they are used by th ” Allies. 
The la rg e r horses are 
bough* 
for 
the cavalry, while the h e a v i e r horses 
are employed in the artillery* servile.

JOHN Lu NICODEMUS 


Hagerstown Lours One of its 
Prom i­ 
nent Citizens. 


John Luther Nicodemus, one of th# 
hest known men in 
Hagerstown, and 
one of its wealthiest citzena, died 
at 
his home Friday night, aged 87 years. 
le f t a la r g e fortune by his 
father, 
who died in 1871), Mr. Nicodemus m an­ 
aged it most wisely, and increased 
it 
greatly. He spent most of his life 
int 
the milling business, until 1901 
when 
Im moved to Hagerstown, falter he be­ 
came interested in a number of busi­ 
ness enterprises. 
.Since 1893 Mr. Nicodemus was the 
president of 
the 
People’s 
National 
Bank of Hagerstown, a strong 
finan­ 
cial institution, and 
when 
in 
good 
health, he spent most of his time 
at 
this hank, being most actively en gag ­ 
ed in looking after its affairs. He was 
also one of 
the 
organizers 
of 
the 
Clay County Bank of Spencer, la., in 
1876, and this hank in 1901 became a 
national hank know*n as the F'irst N at­ 
ional Bank of Spencer. 
Mr. Nicodemus was the owner of a 
number of fine farm s in 
W ashington 
county, and at least 
four 
very 
fine 
and large farms are owned by him it* 
Boonsboro district in addition to oth ­ 
er property 
there. 
He 
also 
owned 
much property in the city.

OHIO’S COONSKIN LIBRARY. 


How tho Early Battler* Got Thoir First 
Supply of Books. 
In the autumn of 1803 there was a 
meeting of the settlers In I lover, Sun­ 
day Creek and A men. Athens county, 
O., called primarily to consider the 
making of roads, but before It ended 
it took up a side Issue that, seen from 
this point of view, seems to be the 
most Important part of the meeting. 
W hat they did about roads was of Gut 
passing interest. The other matter pro­ 
duced farreaching results. 
It is recorded that J os la h True call­ 
ed attention to the need of books. 
Probably most of those present baa 
enjoyed the advantage* of libraries 
buck In their New England boules and 
their isolation in theft new homes in 
the west emphasized the lack of them 
here. 
He proposed a public library. 
The idea was warmly welcomed. Gut 
how 
could 
It 
!»e 
secured 
without 
funds? 
The colonists 
were mostly 
poor and what they had was not In 
the form of money. 
There was but 
little money In circulation and busi­ 
ness was most easily carried on In 
the form of hurter. 
Finally some one 
suggested that all present engage in 
hunting fur lien ring animats during 
the approaching winter, and with the 
proceeds of the hunt buy necessary 
books. 
Agcuts of John J a eof* Astor had vis­ 
ited the settlements promoting (hat 
industry, aud the young men bad be­ 
come skilh-d in the chase. 
Th§y en­ 
tered into the work with enthusiasm 
and by spring a large store of skins, 
mostly coonskins, had I tee it collected. 
Samuel Brow n was to make a visit to 
Boston, going by wagon, and It was 
arranged that lie should take (be store 
of skins east with bim. stopping at 
Astor’! place in New York to dl*|*o*o 
of them.
